gress, ths full tezt of which may be found 
in this edition of THE TIMES-DEMOCRAT, is 
a strong document characteristic ol its 
author.

This legislation is embodied in a statnte

This law provides that 
in payment f«r the four million and five 
hundred ouncys of silver bullion which the 
Secretary of the Tieaeuj-y is commanded to 
purchase monthly, there shall be issued 
treasary cotes redeemable on demand in 
gold or silver coin, at the discretion oi the 
Secretary of the Ireasary, sad that eaid
